Nitrogen Bath 
Used to Prevent 
Frost Injury 


A Phoenix (Arizona) attorney who 


owns extensive orchard interests an- 
nounced this week that he had dis- 
covered a way to prevent citrus 
'ruits from being injured by frost, 


lets them freeze, and afterwards 


prevents them from thawing out too 
rapidly, thru the use of a spray 
chemical, he said in an interview 
sent out by the press wires. 


Trees and fruit were sprayed with 


chemicals after a freeze and before 
the sun warmed them up again. The 
inventor, Col. Charles H. Rutherford, 
asserts his own and other citrus 
groves came thru the January freeze 
undamaged because of the spray. 


"I developed the idea that it was- 


n't the frost, but the warmth that 
followed before the frost was re- 
moved, that damaged the fruit," he 
explained. 


"Three years ago I started experi- 


menting on a small citrus grove. I 
hit on a chemical mixture strong in 
nitrogen. After the next freeze I 
sprayed the trees and fruit with the 
mixture before the sun had a chance 
to warm them up. Every orange 
and grapefruit, as well as trees them- 
selves, came thru undamaged. 


"Six of my friends tried it during 


last January's freeze. They thought 
it was foolish but said they would 
lose their fruit anyway, so they 
might as well. 


"The trees and fruit that were 


sprayed came thru in perfect condi- 
tion. The others were almost a total 
loss." 


Rutherford said his process, pat- 


ented as No. 2,507,316, 
involves 


chemicals purchasable at any sup- 
ply house mixed with ordinary ir- 
rigation water. 
The mixture is 


sprayed on early in the morning 
after a freeze—before the tempera- 
ture has risen above 30 degrees. An 
overhead spray is best, but he has 
used an ordinary garden hose and 
pressure pump. 


The spray saves vegetable crops 


as well as fruit, he says.

Lemon Story Told 
From Days of 
"Lime Juicers" 


Shrine Temples of Pacific Coast 


To Gather in Los Angeles June 12 


For Spectacular Delhi Durbar Day 


Statistics released by Hugh Har- 


lan, supervisor of Federal Writers' 
project, WPA, show that within a 
100-mile radius of Los Angeles cily, 
95 per cent of the lemons used in 
the United States and Canada are 
grown. 


When the lemon first appeared in 


recorded history during the Middle 
Ayes, it was a wild shrub of stunt 
height, growing on the mountain 
slopes of the northwest provinces of 
India. 
In the 1200's the Arabs 


brought lemon seeds into Spain. For 
about 300 years, or up to the time 
Columbus discovered the western 
hemisphere, no one paid any atten- 
tion to it. By 1494 the lemon had 
been planted in the Azores, the first 
crops being sold as novelty fruits in 
England. 


First Spanish and Portuguese cir- 


cumnavigators carried the lemon in- 
to North and South America, though 
it was not until the latter part of 
the eighteenth century, with the

One of the first batch 
of seedlings planted was that of the 
Lisbon lemon that had been brought 
here via Australia. But the most 
important variety is the Eureka, 
which was developed a number of 
years ago in Los Angeles county 
from seed of the Messina.

SACRAMENTO, April 19th.—The 


assembly will square away this week 
for its biennial battle over the prob- 
lem of the state-owned oil pool un- 
der the tidelands at Huntington 
Beach. The thing has become such 
a political football that a sound and 
sensible solution is almost too much 
to anticipate. *

As far as I am personally concern- 


ed, the greatest challenge which this 
particular legislature faces is the 
enactment of a law or laws sufficient 
to solve the problems arising from 
labor disputes in agriculture and in- 
dustry. Four measures, two in the 
senate and two in the assembly, aim 
at the problem. Into one of these 
bills should be worked the best fea- 
tures of the four, with no pride of 
authorship standing in the way. Any 
law enacted in an effort to solve this 
distressing problem must have the 
entire confidence of all parties con- 
cerned or it won't work. Should this 
legislature succeed in enacting such 
a law it can point with pride to 
something besides laws standardizing 
brussel sprouts, allowing trains to 
use air whistles, and a few hundred 
more of similar importance.

Right now is the time to visit the 


Mother Lode country, famed in the 
stories of Bret Harte and Mark 
Twain. You escape the heat, every- 
thing is green and beautiful; there 
are wildflowers in profusion, fruit 
trees are in bloom, there is an abun- 
dance of water—and spring is in the 
air. With the pickup in mining old 
historic towns such as Dry Town, 
Amador, Sutter Creek and Jackson, 
San Andreas, Angels Camp and other 
picturesque spots have come to life. 
On the road to Calaveras Big Trees 
be sure and take in Moaning and 
Mercer's caves, two of California's 
subterranean wonders. 


Although little publicized, Moan- 


ing cave is classed by many as one 
of the world's natural wonders. 
Down a circular steel stairway to a 
point 600 feet underground you will 
be taken to a cavern large enough 
to hold a ten-story building, and a 
sight you'll never forget. Historic 
records show the cave to have been 
discovered by Frenchmen in 1855. It 
was lost and rediscovered only in 
1921 byf'the man upon whose prop- 
erty it is located and who now oper- 
ates the cave. The great crevass ex- 
tends far below the point to which 
the public can now go and is slowly 
being explored by the owner and his 
son. 
Many Indian skeletons have 


been taken from this lower region 
of the cavern. The owner believes 
there is another undiscovered en- 
trance. Access is now gained only 
down a narrow wooden stairway 
thru a narrow fissure, requiring con- 
siderable care and agility.

Poor Man's Butter— 


For many years the dairy interests adver- 


tised with a succinct statement: "There Is 
No Substitute for Butter." 


It is one of those statements that stand as 


a fact, difficult to disprove. But dairy inter- 
ests became powerful enough in Wisconsin 
to put a fifteen-cents-the-pound tax on oleo- 
margarine, which shut it out of that state, and 
such a tax amounts to a tariff barrier between 
states, something which is against the policy 
of the United States. Wisconsin is on the 
point of repealing this law. 


Cottonseed oil, peanut and soybean oils 


enter into the manufacture of oleomargarine, 
and these oils are produced largely in the 
southern part of United States. Beef fats are 
also used, and are largely a far western pro- 
duct. 


Oleomargarine is healthful and appetizing 


when made to conform to the law's stand- 
dards. Cow butter has never been supplant- 
ed in favor with the consuming public and 
will always be preferred if priced right. The 
trouble is that cow butter soars to great 
heights occasionally, going out of the reach 
of the poor. There is no fair reason why the 
poor should be denied oleomargarine to pro- 
tect even such an important industry as 
dairying, especially when market manipula- 
tion is generally the reason for high butter 
prices. The man on the farm seldom gets 
the benefit from these soaring prices. 


Speed the Day!— 


Recent supreme court decisions only serve 


to emphasize what has long been in the minds 
of many thinking citizens—that whether we 
will or no—whether we like it or disapprove 
of it—state's rights, as we have interpreted it 
in the past, is now wholly a thing of the past, 
belongs only in the past. 


All these years of the expansion of the 


United States, with mass production taking 
the place of the small, localized factory, with 
new methods of transportation making pos- 


If we could, we would like to protect the 


college youth from something that happened 
in 1917. 


Well-written articles come to the Argus 


desk frequently from youth groups, the gen- 
eral tenor of which is that the young Ameri- 
can stands ready to defend these shores from 
enemy attack, but will refuse to go abroad 
to fight the battles of other nations. Part of 
this attitude is correct; part of it is wrong. 


These young men couple with their deci- 


sion a contempt for military training. They 
have no stomach for marching around a 
parade ground with a rifle. They are hostile 
against most forms of preparedness, mental 
or physical. 


Young man, how are you going to defend 


this country against scientific and organized 
attack if you don't know which end of a gun 
goes off? How are you going to set up tents 
in the field, protect yourself against disease, 
learn how to take orders and execute them, 
keep yourself clean under trying circum- 
stances, protect yourself in advances against 
the enemy? The enemy won't wait for you 
to learn these things. 
. William Jennings Bryan, who was right 
about many things he advocated, said, in 
1916: "If this country were attacked a mil- 
lion men would spring to arms overnight." 
But he neglected to say where these arms 
would be, if not altogether nonexistent, and 
he didn't say whether or not anyone would 
know how to handle them. 


A certain amount of camp training, train- 


ing on the rifle range and discipline must go 
ahead of any form of defense, whether on 
these shores or elsewhere. The men who com- 
manded our emergency army in 1917-18 were 
largely university graduates who had submit- 
ted themselves to military training while in 
college. 


The men who suffered most and died the 


fastest were the ones who had avoided any 
form of military preparation, because, per- 
haps, they didn't believe in war, or had de- 
cided they wouldn't fight unless these shores 
were attacked. This is a dangerous state of 
mind—dangerous to the individual who must 
serve.

Safeway Begins 
Nation-Wide 
Pear Campaign 


Announcement of a nation-wide 


canned pear drive was received yes- 
terday by L. L. Wood, district man- 
ager of Safeway stores.

Bartlett pears will be the headline 
feature. 


"A bulletin from the Pacific coast 


canning pear stabilization commit- 
tee," said Mr. Wood, "reports large 
shipments of canned pears into the 
retail markets of the country. Ow- 
ing to a surplus of stocks carried 
over, the 1936 crop pears have been 
the weakest spot in the canned fruit 
list. This has made them compara- 
tively attractive in price and the 
carry-over is now being moved into 
consumer's hands to make way for 
the 1937 crop. 


"While Safeway stores are lending 


a hand in the movement of this sur- 
plus of pears, for the benefit of 
growers and customers alike, they 
will also feature all the popular can- 
ned fruits in advance of the sum- 
mer season of fresh fruits."
